YON MOLTKE DEAD. 
M I S T A K E S O N T H E T R A C K . 


Th e Great Prussian General and States­ 
man Dies Suddenly at an Ad­ 
vanced Age. 


Failure of th e Heart’s Action Ascribed 
as th e Cause of His 
Death . 


BERLIN, April 25.—Count von Moltke, 
th e great Prussian general, died h ere to 
nigh t. 
He attended th e session of th e reich stag 
h eld th is afternoon. 
Hi* death was very 
sudden, and th e ph ysicians wh o were sum ­ 
m oned announced th at it was caused by 
fatlnre of th e h eart. 
He died at 0.45 p. in., 
passing away quietly and painlessly. 
Tbe news of th e count's unexpected death 
h as caused great sorrow in th is city. 


Ileilm uth Kari Bernh ard von Moltke was 
a direct descendant of Joh n Garve, second 
laird of Coll. wbo wa* a ch ieltam in Scot­ 
land about 1435. 
Iu fact be was a Maciean 
of tbe h ouse Mac Iain Abrach , h is grand­ 
fath er h aving been a .« on ot oneo* th e lairds 
of Coll. Th e grand.alh er and one of h is 
broth er* went as young men to Copenh agen. 
Von Mbike was born at Parch iui, Meck­ 
lenburg, Oct. Iff, ]8» J0. 
His lath er was a 
Danish general, and h e wa* educated at th e 
cadets’ academy of Copenh agen. 
He en­ 
tered tbe Pru« sian service in 1822, and in 
1832 h e was adm itted to th e general staff of 
th e Prussian army. 
H ellm uth von Moltke first appeared in 
h istory in 1838, during th e war between Tur­ 
key and 
h er revolting vassal, Ibrabim 
Pash a of Egypt. 
M oltke was th en a Prus- 
•an captain iu th e sultan’s camp, a m ili­ 
ary observer. For two years h e bad h elped 
th s sultan to effect m ilitary reforms, but, 
wh en th e critical m om eut came, Huziz 
Pash a refused to iollow Moltke * excellent 
counsel to :ail back to Biridsh ik. bring up 
reinforcements and risk a battle, and th e 
Turkish arm y wa* disgrace:ally routed at 
Nisio, in June, 1833. 
Moltke was instiuctively a first class ch iel 
of staff and a bold and cautious srrate^ist, 
and h * magnificent talents came into full , 
and « ffective play in tbe war against Den­ 
m ark in 1804. and with Austria in th e 
sum m er of 1806, th a success ot wh ich was 
ch iefly due to h im and to Von Boon, th e 
great arm y organizer. '1 h e battle ot Sad-» wa. 
wh ich wrecked tbe Austrian army, was 
fough t on th e plan urged by Von Moltke at tbe

H epburn, of the re­ 
sources and liabilities of the N inth N ation­ 
al bank shows that a loss of about $400,000 
has been made by m isappropriation of its 
fumls by its late president, extending over 
a period of several years. 
We have ex­ 
am ined the assets and have compared them 
with the statem ent of the examiner, aud 
we find the capital of the bank is unim ­ 
paired.” 
The bank was organized in 1804 with $1,- 
000,000 capital. 
This was reduced four 
years ago to $700,000. 
The late president referred to was John

VON MOLTKE DEAD. 


The Great Prussian General and States­ 
man Dies Suddenly at an Ad­ 
vanced Ane. 


Failure of the Heart’s Action Ascii tied 
as the Cause of His 
Death. 


berlin, A pril 25.—Count von Moltke, 
the great Prussian general, died here to­ 
night. 
He attended the session of the reichstag 
held this afternoon. 
His death was very 
sudden, and the physicians who were sum ­ 
moned announced that it was caused by 
latlure of Hie heart. 
He died at 9:45 p. in., 
passing away quietly and painlessly. 
The news of the count’s unexpected death 
has caused great sorrow in this city. 


H ellm uth Kari Bernhard von Moltke was 
a direct descendant of John Garve, second 
laird of Coll. who wa* a chieftain in Scot­ 
land about 1435. 
In fact he was a Maclean 
of the house Mac lain Abrach, his grand­ 
father having been a son of oneoi the lairds 
of Coll. The grand.ather and one of his 
brothers went as young men to Copenhagen, 
Von Moike was born at Barehim, Meck­ 
lenburg, Oct. 16, 1800. 
His lather was a 
Danish general, and he was educated at the 
cadets’ academy of Copenhagen, 
lie en­ 
tered the Prussian service in 18±2, and in 
1832 fie was adm itted to the general staff' of 
the Prussian army. 
H ellm uth von Moltke first appeared in 
liistory in 1838, during the war between Tur­ 
key and her revolting vassal, Ibrahim 
Pasha of Egypt. 
Moltke was then a Prus- 
van captain in the sultan’s camp, a tnili- 
j r y observer. For two years he had helped 
the sultan to effect m ilitary reforms, but, 
when Hie critical mom ent came, Huziz 
Pasha refused to follow Moltke’s excellent 
counsel to fall back to Biridshik. bring up 
reinforcements and risk a battle, and the 
Turkish arm y was disgracefully routed at 
NisiD, in June, 1839. 
Moltke was instinctively a first-class chief ; 
of staff and a bold and cautious strategist, 
and Ii s magnificent talents came into full 
and effective play in the war against Den­ 
m ark in 1804, arid w ith Austria in the 
sum m er of 1800, the success of which was 
chiefly due to him and to Yon Boon, the 
great arm y organizer, l he battle of Sadowa, 
which wrecked the Austrian army, wa* 
fought ou the plan urged by Von Moltke at til#

“Jockeys make mistakes sometimes 
and so do judges. Constable, who was

mistake, 
and a bad 
one. 
Directly the horses were past 
the post my jockey, as a matter of 
course, was waiting to ride back first, 
when tile rumor spread like wildfire 
that 
iv horse* was not placed. On 
passing the chair my jockey said to 
the judge: ‘Have not you given this 
race to me?’ and on receiving a reply 
in the negative he gave the judge a 
volley which was quite overwhelming, 
but, in racing law, utterly unjustifia­ 
ble. A minute or two afterw ard the 
jockey was before the stew ards in the 
presence of them and the judge; who 
had gone straight to them. The charge 
of bad language and im putation of 
dishonesty on the judge s part were 
just being opened, when one of the 
m ost honored and honorable men on 
t be turf rushed in and said: ‘Let us 
lock the door; tiffs is a trem endous 
mistake. That jockey’s horse is not 
even placed, and he won by a long 
two length- and every one saw it. 
It 
can not be put right now, as it ought 
Lo be. 
You had better let the whole 
matter drop and let the charge of bad 
language 
be withdrawn, for 
th Ck 
provocation was extrem e.’ 
“I had the sym pathy of some of the 
best men on the turf, and was good 
friends with the judge all my life, but 
it was hare! lines. 
It lost me a very 
large sum of money,but I had so m any 
irons in the tire that I found time to 
forget it, for I know th a t was an ac­ 
cident, and I knew it was my wisest 
policy to say nothing. On th*- quiet 
the second money was paid me.”-*

the arm y on a peace footing at 401,659 men. 
The party of Progress and the le :tw in g o f 
the National Liberals opposed it. 
Moltke 
made a long speech reviewing the political 
condition of Europe and the m ilitary ar­ 
rangem ents ot Germany and other powers, 
ami urged the unconditional acceptance of 
the meas ire. 
Atter a 
sharp wrangle 
Moltke agreed that the proposed peace 
looting should last seven years, or until 
Dec. 31, in*!. 
When tlie m w army law catneup. Moltke 
vigorously defended it. 
It covered 
the 
period irom 1881 to 188-8, and proposed an 
absolute and relative increase of the m ili­ 
tary strength of tho empire, and it was 
urged on tlie ground of the increase of the 
Russian and French armies. Several c!a*ses, 
hitherto included in the reserve, were in­ 
cluded in the active list, and the peace foot­ 
ing was increased to I per cent of the whole 
population. 
Moltke made a long defense 
of the hill, picturing the danger irom Rus­ 
sian and French aggression, and ttie bill 
was finally passed by a vote of 186 to 128. 
Gen. von Moltke was distinguished for his 
thorough faith in big armies, which, lie 
always said, are the best peace makers. Ho 
bas written volum inously on m ilitary and 
other subjects. 
He had no superior in 
Europe as a planner of campaigns aud a 
discoverer of the weak spots in an enemy. 
H e married an English woman as did his 
assistant, Count von Waldersee.

BETW EEN TWO ENEMIES. 


During the second war with England, 
an American privateer cruised along 
the western coast of Africa, touching 
a t different points to take in water or 
provisions, or chasing English vessels 
into rivers, bays and inlets. At tha t 
time American privateers were to be 
found in nearly every quarter of the 
globe. The American merchants had 
large interests a t stake on the ocean, 
and they fitted out many fast-sailing 
privateers. 
When one of these swift craft cap­ 
tured an English brig off Cape St. 
Vincent, the captain of the British 
ship exclaimed, “W hat? a Yankee 
privateer in this part of the world!” 
“Ay, ay, sir, and they’ll soon be 
found in the Tham es,” politely replied 
the Yankee captain. To this rejoinder 
the Englishman could only m utter 
aloud, “E xtro’nary, extro’nary!” 
The Yankee, a small privateer, in 
an eventful cruise of one hundred and 
fifty days had explored more of the 
western coast of Africa than any 
other 
American 
vessel. 
She had 
cruised all through the South Atlan­ 
tic, threatening the British commerce 
with Colony, and then, following the 
shore, she sailed through the Gulf of 
Guinea, passed t lie Cape Verde Islands 
the Canaries and Azores, and finally 
recrossed the ocean and entered New­ 
port harbor.

C otton D re sses. 
There is a revival of dainty old- 
fashioned muslins for the 
cotton 
dresses in preparation for next sum­ 
mer, of corded dimities, of lawns 
soft as mull, the pretty batistes, and 
transparent organdies. These sheer 
fabrics will rival without displacing 
the thicker ginghams, percales, cotton 
Cheviots, and sat teens tha t have so 
long been popular. In thin fabrics 
tlie first choice is for those with clear 
white grounds strewn with flowers, or 
branching designs in pink, lilac, or 
blue, but there are also many with 
dark colors as well as with black 
grounds. The new dimities are thin­ 
ner than those formerly worn, and 
are woven in corded stripes powdered 
with colored figures; they are thirty- 
two inches wide, and cost thirty cents 
a yard. Striped lawns are in great 
favor in broad widths, and in narrow- 
quarter-inch stripes of yellow, pink, 
pale violet, or china blue, alternating 
with white; these come in the soft 
rnousseline de Unde, entirely without 
dressing, tha t is sold for twenty-eight 
cents a yard. Embroidered batistes 
are liked in colors, while thinner or­ 
gandies and dotted 
Swiss muslins 
have large designs of flowers printed 
upon them. 
Tailors are making tucked bodices 
and shirt waists of duck or of cotton 
Chevoits for young ladies a t board- 
school and for yatcning dresses. ’Hie 
prettiest tucked bodice, with seams 
only under the arms, falls low on the 
hips, and is fitte« i entirely by tucks 
stitched in the front and bark, begin- 
ing above the waist line and externl- 
ing just below it. Ten lengthwise 
tucks below the bust fit in the front 
easily, and eight are sufficient in the 
back. 
In thinner fabrics, such as 
washable silks, there are bodices with 
j lengthwise tucks stitched all around 
the waist, giving the effect of a corse- 
¡ let, with the silk drooping above, like 
a blouse. Coat sleeves, square cuffs, 
and a turned-over collar complete 
j tucked bodices of duck or Cheviot.

BETWEEN TWO ENEMIES. 


During the second war w ith England, 
an American privateer cruised along 
the western coast of Africa, touching 
at different points to take in water or 
provisions, or chasing English vessels 
into rivers, bays and inlets. At th a t 
time American privateers were to be 
found in nearly every quarter of the 
globe. The American merchants had 
large interests at stake on the ocean, 
and they fitted out many fast-sailing 
privateers. 
When one of these swift craft cap­ 
tured an English brig off Cape St. 
Vincent, the captain of the 
ship exclaimed, “What? a Yankee 
privateer in this part of the world!*’ 
“Ay, ay, sir, and they’ll soon be 
found in the Thames,” politely replied 
the Yankeecaptain. To this rejoinder 
the Englishman could only m utter 
aloud, “E xtro’nary, extro’nary!”

C otton D resses. 
There is a revival of dainty old­ 
fashioned muslins for the 
cotton 
dresses in preparation for next sum­ 
mer, of corded dimities, of lawns 
soft as mull, the pretty batistes, and 
transparent organdies. These sheer 
fabrics will rival without displacing 
the thicker ginghams, percales, cotton 
Cheviots, and sat teens th a t have so 
long been popular. In thin fabrics 
the first choice is for those with clear 
white grounds strewn with flowers, or 
branching designs in pink, lilac, or 
blue, but there are also many w-ith 
dark colors as well as with black 
grounds. The new dimities are thin­ 
ner than those formerly worn, and 
are woven in corded stripes powdered 
with colored figures; they are thirty- 
two inches wide, and cost thirty cents 
a yard. Striped lawns are in great 
favor in broad widths, and in narrow- 
quarter-inch stripes of yellow, pink, 
pale violet, or china blue, alternating 
with white; these come in the soft 
inousseline de l’lnde, entirely without 
dressing, th a t is sold for twenty-eight 
cents a yard. Embroidered batistes 
are liked in colors, w hile thinner or­ 
gandies and dotted 
Swiss muslins 
have large designs of flowers printed 
upon them. 
Tailors are making tucked bodices 
and shirt waists of duck or of cotton 
Chevoits for young ladies a t board- 
school and for yatcning dresses. The 
prettiest tucked bodice, with seams 
only under the arms, falls low on the 
hips, and is fitted entirely by tucks 
stitched in the front and back, begin- 
ing above the waist line and extend­ 
ing just below it. Ten lengthwise 
tucks below the bust fit in the front 
easily, and eight are sufficient in the 
back. In thinner fabrics, such as 
washable silks, there are bodices with 
lengthwise tucks stitched all around 
| the waist, giving the effect of a corse­ 
let, with the silk drooping above, like 
a blouse. Coat sleeves, square cuffs, 
and a turned-over collar complete 
tucked bodieesofduckorClieviot. The 
straight skirt has a fan-pleated back. 
Youthful look ing cot tout lieviotdres- 
! ses, white striped w ith blue or pink, 
or with the color for the ground and 
j the lines of white, are made with a 
shirt waist and sloped skirt fastened 
on by button# in the belt. The shirt 
usually has a shallow yoke, th a t may 
Im* iii the back only, stitched on in a 
point, while the front is straight, and 
the fulness is gathered under it. A 
plain pink Cheviot shirt waist is worn 
with a bias skirt of pink and white 
strijied Cheviot. A dress of striped 
blue and white Cheviot has the skirt 
bias and the shirt in straight stripes, 
except in tile yoke, where they are cut 
to meet iii poults in the middle. Such 
shirts have shirt sleeves with deep 
cuffs and turned-over pointed collars, j 
Stitched edges and pearl buttons give j 
the neat finish needed. 
Spencer waists with yoke and belt ; 
are cut out in square tabs th at fall 1 
low on the hips and give a coat effect, j 
or else they are scalloped deeply and i 
egded with embroidery. This design 
is pretty for ginghams and percales. ; 
TI ie sleeves fall full on deep cuffs of 
embroidery. The licit is pointed in 
front, and may be of velvet, with 
square clasps of jet or steel set upon 
it, or else a Cleopatra girdle of passe­ 
menterie is worn.—H arper’s Bazar.

A DEAD DEFAULTER 


Heavy Defalcations Discovered in the 
Ninth National Bank ot’New 
York. 


Investigation Shows That $400,000 
of the Bank’s Capital Was 
Missing. 


N ew 
Y o r k , 
April 30.—Rumors 
were 
afloat in Wall street this afternoon of a de­ 
falcation in the Ninth 
National bank, 
which does business at 409 Broadway. 
National Bank Examiner Hepkuru, who 
was closeted with the officers ot the Ninth 
National bank and a committee irom the 
clearing house, during the evening made 
the following statement: 
“An examination of the Ninth National 
bank reveals a defalcation of 
$4UU,000 
chargeable to its former president. 
W hile 
the loss is serious it does not impair the 
bank’s solvency, nor its ability to take care 
of its customers.” 
The clearing house committee made the 
following report at the same time. 
“An exam ination made by the national 
bank examiner, A. B. Hepburn, of the re­ 
sources and liabilities ol the Ninth Nation­ 
al bank shows that a loss of about $400,000 
has been made by misappropriation ol its 
funds by its late president, extending over 
a period of several years. 
We have ex­ 
amined the assets and have compared them 
with the statement of the examiner, and 
we find the capital of the bank is unim ­ 
paired.”

After passing through streets lined with 
troojw, and parked with spectators, the re­ 
mains were placed upon a railroad car, 
draped in black, which was there in wait- 
in i.

VON MOLTKE DEAD. 


The Great Prussian General and States­ 
man Dies Suddenly at an Ad­ 
vanced Age. 


Failure of the Heart’s Action Ascribed 
as the Cause of His 
Death. 


BERLIN, April 25.—Count von Moltke, 
tlie great Prussian general, died here to­ 
night. 
He attended the session of the rcichstag 
held this afternoon. 
His death was very 
sudden, and the physicians who were sum- 
! moned announced that it was caused by 
latlure of the heart, 
lie died at 9 45 p. in., 
passing away quietly and painlessly. 
The news of the count’s unexpected death 
has caused great sorrow in this city. 


Ilellm uth Kari Bernhard von Moltke was 
a direct descendant ol John Garve, second 
laird of Coil, who wat a chieltain in Scot­ 
land about 1435. 
Iu fact he was a Maclean 
qf the house Mac Iain Abrach, his graml- 
iatber having been a son o! oneot the lairds 
qf (.'oil. The grand.ather and one of his 
brothers went as young men to Copenhagen. 
Von Molke was horn at Parclmn, Meck­ 
lenburg, Oct. 16, 1809. 
His lather was a 
Danish general, and lie was educated at the 
cadets’ academy of Copenhagen. 
He en­ 
tered the Prussian service in 1822, and in 
1832 he was admitted to the general staff' of 
the Prussian army. 
ilellm uth von Moltke firnt appeared in 
history in 1838, during the war between Tur- 
j key and 
her revolting vassal, Ibrahim 
Pasha of Egypt. 
Moltke was then a Prus- 
ian captain iu the sultan's camp, a m ili­ 
ary observer. For two years he had helped 
i the sultan to effect military reforms, hut, 
when the critical moment came, Huziz 
Pasha refused to lollow Mohke’s excellent 
counsel to iall back to Biridshik, bring up 
reinforcements and risk a battle, and the 
Turkish army was disgracefully routed at 
i Nisio, iu June, 1839. 
Moltke was instinctively a first-class chiel 
of staff and a bold and cautious strategist, 
and h s magnificent talents came into full 
and effective play in the war against Den­ 
mark in 1804, and with Austria in the 
summer of 1866, the success of which was 
chiefly due to him and to Von Boon, the 
great army organizer, 'i he battle ol Badowa, 
which wrecked the Austrian army, was 
tought ou the plan urged by Von Moltkeat the 


headquarters at Gitsehin. He advised King 
W illiam to make an attack on July 3, with 
his whole force. 
A fter the war, when the 
Prussian landtag had approved the terri­ 
torial annexation®, that body voted hand­ 
some sums to Bismarck, Roon, Moltke and 
three other generals. 
In the discussions 
about Luxemburg, Moltke 
headed 
the 
party which declared that no concessions 
should be make to France. 
in 1-69 Moltke pre-ented the king with a 
plan of campaign acainst France, care ully 
work ed out in its minutest details, so thai 
mobilization could have taken place at 
once. 
Three armies were to advance at 
ouce over tlie French frontier and take the 
French unprepared. 
This plan was carried 
out with terrible effect in 1879, and Moltke 
was with Bi-marck in Boucbery when the 
negotiations lor capitulation at Sedan were 
consummated. 
The next day the whole 
French 
army 
wa- 
bagged, 
to­ 
gether 
with 
the 
Emperor 
Napoleon. 
Then 
Strassburg fell and Moltke 
was 
raised to the rank of count. 
In December, 
when the Germans were smashing the re­ 
mainin'; fragments of tin; French military 
e-taolihliment. Moltke ordered the forma­ 
tion o f a Southern army, which he put 
under the command of Manuuflel. 
Un 
June 15, 1871, when a iarge portion of the 
German army returned to Berlin, Moltke 
was made a held marshal general. 
Moltke next appears in 
the German 
reich«tag in 1-74. w hen the imperial m ili­ 
tary law was la id be o re the b o u se placing 
the army on a peace footing at 401,650 men. 
The party of Progress and the Ie:t wing of 
the National Liberals opposed it. 
Moltke 
made a long speech reviewing the political 
condition of Europe and the military ar­ 
rangements oi Germany and other powers, 
and urged the u n c o n d itio n a l accepuuce of 
the measure. 
A tier a 
sharp w rangle 
Moltke agreed that th e proposed peace 
tooting should ia^t seven years, or until 
, Dec. 31, lS8l. 
When the new army law came up, Moltke 
vigorously defended it. 
It covered 
the 
period irom ibSX to 18S8, and proposed an 
absolute and relative increase of the m ili­ 
tary strength ol the empire, and it was 
urged ou the ground of the increase of the 
Russian an*! French armies. Several cla-ses, 
hitherto included in the reserve, were in­ 
cluded in the active list, and the j*eaee foot­ 
ing was increased to 1 [*er cent of the whole 
population. 
Moltke made a long defense 
of the bill, picturing the danger irom Rus­ 
sian ar.d French aggression, and the bill 
was finally passed by a vote of 186 to 128. 
Gen. von Moltke was distinguished for his 
thorough faith in big armies, which, he 
always said, are the best peace makers, lie 
lias written voluminously on military ami 
other subjects. 
He had no superior in 
Europe as a planner of campaigns and a 
discoverer of the weak spots in an enemy. 
He married an English woman as did his 
assistant, Count von Walderaee.

MISTAKCSON THE TRACK. 


W hen J o c lt e y s G et 
M on ey 
T h a t 
T h ey A re N o t E n title d T o, 
“Jockeys make m istakes sometimes 
and so do judges. Constable, who was 
a most superior, trustworthy fellow, 
and who had a great deal of riding 
for a youngster, as he was, told me 
that he was quite sure that a horse 
which ran close under the judges’chair 
and came with a rush, or was quite 
away at the lower side of the course, 
sometimes escaped the judges’ eye 
when two or three horses were racing 
in the center, and after he had made 
up his mind as to who must be among 
the first three; suddenly something 
tears by him which he sees is a horse 
and he is in two minds where to place 
him. Constable told me that when 
riding he often got a second when he 
thought his place was third and vice 
versa and sometimes a first unex­ 
pectedly. 
I once experienced a bitter 
disappointment in a very big race for 
a considerable stake. The judge made 
a great mistake and overlooked a 
horse of mine entirely, which rushed 
just under his nose alm ost. The fact 
was palpable t hat the horse was first 
by nearly two lengths, but the judge, 
whom 1 knew for years afterward and 
respected 
greatly, 
told 
me 
that 
it 
was 
a 
mistake, 
and a bad 
one. 
Directly the horses were past 
the post my jockey,, as a matter of 
course, was waiting to ride back first, 
when the rumor spread like wildfire 
that 
iy horse was not placed. On 
passing the chair my jockey said to 
the judge: ‘Have not you given this 
race to me?’ and on receiving a reply 
in the negative he gave the judge a 
volley which was quite overwhelming, 
but, in racing law, utterly unjustifia­ 
ble. 
A minute or two afterward the 
jockey was before the stewards in the 
presence of them and the judge; who 
had gonestraight to them. The charge 
of bad language and imputation of 
dishonesty on the judge’s part were 
just being opened, when one of the 
m ost honored and honorable men on 
the turf rushed in and said: ‘Let us 
lock the door; this is a tremendous 
mistake. That jockey’s horse is not 
even placed, and lit* won by a long 
two lengths and every one saw it. 
It 
can not be put r ig h t now, as it ought 
ho be. 
You had better let the whole 
m atter drop and let the charge of bad 
language 
be withdrawn, for 
t h a 
provocation was extreme.’ 
“ J had the sym pathy of some of the 
best men on the turf, and was good 
friends with the judge all my life, but 
it was hard lines. 
It lost me a very 
large sum of money,but 1 had so many 
irons in the tire that I found time to 
forget it, for I know that was an ac­ 
cident, and 1 knew it was my wisest 
policy to say nothing.

BETWEEN TWO ENEMIES. 


During the second war with England, 
an American privateer cruised along 
the western coast of Africa, touching 
a t different points to take in w ater or 
provisions, or chasing English vessels 
into rivers, bays and inlets. At th a t 
tim e American privateers were to be 
found in nearly every quarter of the 
globe. The American m erchants had 
large interests a t stake on the ocean, 
and they fitted out many fast-sailing 
privateers. 
When one of these swift craft cap­ 
tured an English brig off Cape St. 
Vincent, the captain of the British 
ship exclaimed, “W hat? a Yankee 
privateer in this p art of the world!” 
“ Ay, ay, sir, and they’ll soon be 
found in the Tham es,” politely replied 
the Y ankeecaptain. To this rejoinder 
the Englishman could only m utter 
aloud, “ E xtro’nary, extro’nary!” 
The Yankee, a small x>rivat eer> 
an eventful cruise of one hundred and 
fifty days had explored more of the 
western coast of Africa than any 
other 
American 
vessel. 
She had 
cruised all through the South A tlan­ 
tic, threatening the British commerce 
with Colony, and then, following the 
shore, she sailed through the Gulf of 
Guinea, passed the Cape Verde Islands 
the Canaries and Azores, and finally 
recrossed the ocean and entered New­ 
p o rt harbor. 
During this eventful trip in little ex­ 
plored waters, she had captured eight 
prizes, numerous prisoners, sixty-two 
cannon, and about three hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of property 
She had also accomplished a great 
deal in exploring a coast th a t was as 
yet but poorly m apped out for m ar­ 
iners, and in bringing back to this 
country accounts of a land th a t is 
now exciting the interest and wonder 
of the world. Some strange specimens 
of plants and vines were also brought 
to America by thecrew of the Yankee. 
One extensively hot day the priva­ 
teer was moving slowly before a light 
breeze, not far from the m outh of the 
Kongo river. The decks were scorch­ 
ing to the touch, and the awnings 
stretched across seemed to have no 
effect in intercepting the heat of the 
sun’s rays.

The chase

posts. Every effort was made to in­ 
crease the speed of the vessel; but it 
soon became apparent th a t the m er­ 
chantm an

The sails were tattered and torn;

The captain of the Yankee signalled 
for a surrender, but no answer was 
returned. 
The firing was renewed, the shots 
this time being aimed a t the big black 
hull, which loomed upasacongpicious 
m ark. 
“Sink her, sink her! Anything but 
let her escape.” shouted the captain, 
aiming one of the guns himself. 
B ut the m erchantm an continued on 
her course, and a few minutes later 
she rounded the head of the prom otory 
and disappeared from sight. 
Although crippled and badly injured, 
she wa-s still able to stem the current 
and direct her course up stream . 
The firing had to cease, but the ang­ 
er of the Yankee’s captain increased. 
His prize was out of sight, but it had 
n o t yet escaped. 
“ I’ll chase them across the whole 
continent,” lie said; “ but I’ll have 
them !” 
Presently the Yankee rounded the 
sam e prom ontory. A black, muddy 
river discharged itself into the ocean 
on the opposite side of the headland, 
all along the banks of which the clus­ 
tering trees and dark, coiling, spiky 
undergrowth formed such an impene­ 
trab le m ass th a t it did not seem pos­ 
sible for m an to enter it. 
The river had several small mouths; 
it was like a series of small lakes or 
ponds, separated here and there by 
■dense lines of trees, bushes and grass. 
I t was a place in which a vessel might 
readily escape an enemy, for she could 
run up one branch of the stream and 
be out of sight while her pursuer was 
searching near by.

C o tto n D r e sses . 
There is a revival of dainty old- 
fashioned muslins for the 
cotton 
dresses in preparation for next sum ­ 
mer, of corded dimities, of lawns 
soft as mull, the pretty batistes, and 
transparent organdies. These sheer 
fabrics will rival w ithout displacing 
the thicker ginghams, percales, cotton 
Cheviots, and satteens th a t have so 
long been popular. In thin fabrics 
the first choice is for those with clear 
white grounds strewn with flowers, or 
branching designs in pink, lilac, or 
blue, but there are also many with 
dark colors as well as with black 
grounds. The new dimities are thin­ 
ner than those formerly worn, and 
are woven in corded stripes powdered 
with colored figures; they are thirty- 
two inches wide, and cost thirty cents 
a yard. Striped lawns are in great 
favor in broad widths, and m narrow- 
quarter-inch stripes of yellow, pink, 
pale violet, or china blue, alternating 
with white; these come in the soft 
mousseline de Unde, entirely without 
dressing, th a t is sold for twenty-eight 
cents a yard. 
Embroidered batistes 
are liked in colors, while thinner or­ 
gandies and dotted 
Swiss muslins 
have large designs of flowers printed 
upon them. 
Tailors are making tucked bodices 
and shirt waists of duck or of cotton 
Clievoits for young ladies a t board- 
school and for yatching dresses. The 
prettiest tucked bodice, with seams 
only under the arms, falls low on the 
hips, and is fitted entirely by tucks 
stitched in the front and back, begin- 
ing above tlie waist line and extend­ 
ing just below it. Ten lengthwise 
tucks below the bust fit, in the front 
easily, and eight are sufficient in the 
back. 
In thinner fabrics, such as 
washable silks, there are bodices with 
lengthwise tucks stitched all around 
the waist, giving the effect of a corse­ 
let, with the silk drooping above, like 
a blouse. Coat sleeves, square cuffs, 
and a turned-over collar complete 
tucked bodices of duck or Gheviot. Tlie 
straight skirt has a fan-pleated back. 
Youthful lookingcotton! heviotdres- 
ses, white striped with blue or pink, 
or with the color for the ground and 
the lines of white, are made with a 
shirt waist and sloped skirt fastened 
011 by buttons in the belt. The shirt 
usually has a shallow' yoke, th a t may 
l>e in the back only, stitched on in a 
point, while the front is straight, and 
the fulness is gutheYed under it. A 
plain pink Cheviot shirt waist is worn 
with a bias skirt of pink and white 
striped Cheviot. A dress of strijied 
blue and white Cheviot has the skirt 
bias an d the shirt in straight stripes, 
except in the yoke, where they are cut

“ You m ust not claim a speed over 
fifteen miles an hour,” said the nerv­ 
ous counsel of the prom oters of the 
tailroad to Stephenson, just as he 
v as about to appear before a parlia­ 
m entary committee. 
A member of the committee, oppos­ 
ed to the proposed railroad, thought

would kill the project.

Stephenson. he asked,

you could go seventeen 


m i l e s an hour?”

“ Perhaps twenty miles an hour?

You do 
not think it possible?” 
“ Dangerous, though?” 
“t ertainlv n ot.” 
“ Now tell me, Mr. Stephenson; will 
you 
say th a t you can go thirty 
miles an hour. 
“C ertainly.” 
Tlie fish was hooked to an absurd­ 
ity. so every member of the com m it­ 
tee thought, and they all leaned back 
in their chairs and roared with laugh­ 
ter.
